15,000,000 Will Die Unless 
They Are Aided 

Statements Made by Dr. Nan¬ 
sen, Relief Leader 


Solemn Ceremony at St. 
Peter’s in Rome 

Prelates, Diplomats and Others 
in Attendance 


The compulsory school age in 
British Columbia Is fifteen years. 


Geneva, .Jan, 26.—Nineteen 
million persons are suffering in¬ 
tensely for want of food in Rus¬ 
sia, and 15,000,000 will certainly 
die unless succored, Dr. Fridtjof 
Nansen told the League of Na¬ 
tions committee on relief in Rus¬ 
sia here yesterday. 

Dr. Nansen was dissatisfied 
with the way the Russian Gov- 
ernment had acted under the agree¬ 
ment signed on August 27, the trans¬ 
portation situation especially leaving 
much to be desired. 

In giving the new details of the 
situation in Russia, he declared the 
total population affected was 33,- 
O0O.000, and it was now too late to 
save all, even If the workers were 
able to use the railroad lines at full 
capacity. As a matter of fact 't 
would only be possible to move suf¬ 
ficient grain between now and the 
harvest to save 6,0L,)9O or 7,000,000 
persons. 

Furthermore, the committee had 
insufficient funds at present to buy 
the necessary stocks, the 28,000,000 
gold francs at its disposal being in¬ 
adequate. More funds must be 
raised before the month of May, 
alter which all help would be in vain. 


Home. Jun. 26.—Pope Benedict XV. 
was entombed with solemn and Im¬ 
pressive ceremonies this afternoon. 
His body, enclosed In three caskets 
and dressed In the Pontifical robes, 
lies in a crypt under the great basil¬ 
ica of St. Peter's, to the right of the 
entrance. 

The historic and beautiful ritual 
was witnessed only by members of 
the Sacred College, members of the 
Pontifical household and the Papal 
nobility and diplomats accredited to 
the Vatican. 

The great bronze doors of St. 
Pe'ter's had been closed at noon, cut¬ 
ting off the stream of humanity 
'which for more than three days had 
been passing before the catafalque 
where the body lay In state. 

To Chapol. 

The ceremony began with the re¬ 
moval of the body from the Chapel 
of the Holy Sacrament to the Chapel 
of the Choir. It rested upon a bier 
which was borne upon the shoulders 
of the red-robed ushers, whose usual 
I functions are to carry the Pope in 
' the Papal Chair in Pontifical proces¬ 
sions. 

The funeral cortege was headed by 
the Vatican clergy, hearing torches 
and chanting the anthem “Exalta- 
bunt Domino." On either side of the 
! bier were Swiss Guards, Palatine 
Guards, and members of the papal 
gendarmerie. As the procession 
moved the choir of the Chapel Julia, 
in flowing robes of purple, sang the 
Miserere. 

Escoft of Honor. 

Noble Guards in dazzling full dres« 
uniforms formed an escort of honor, 
and the Pontiff's bier was covered 
with a tapestry of red damask, upon 
which the body had rested while ly¬ 
ing in state in the basilica. 

Immediately behind the body came 
the Major Eleemosynary, accompan¬ 
ied by Sacristan Zampini and follow 
ing them was Prince Husholi, grand 
master of the Apostolic Household: 
the Marquis Sachetti, Major Forager, 
the Marquis Fraficesco and Colonel 
Dirschbuhl. commander of the Swiss 
Guards, preceding a corps of the 
Noble Guards. 

Next came the major prelates In 
robes of black and purple, then mem¬ 
bers of the Ancient Order of the 
Sword and Cape, in qimit*t UMdltfVtft 
costumes with ruffled collars ann 
buckled slippers, and then the high 
officers of the armed fordea of th* 
Vatican in the order of their prece¬ 
dence. 

Meanwhile, the members of the 
Sacred College, bishops, archbishops 
and diplomats had entered the Chapel 
of the Choir, with its high stalls ris¬ 
ing along both sides of the altar. As, 
they entered they took up their po¬ 
sitions according to rank. 

Miserere Heard. 

The strains of the Miserere were 
heard as the procession approached 
the chapel and the Cardinal Arch¬ 
priest, Merry Dei Val, and the Car¬ 
dinal Camerlengo, Gasparri, took 
their places near the casket which 
was to receive the body. 

As the strains of the Miserere 
ended the Pontiffs body was carried 
in and the anthem "Exaltabunt 
Domino” was again sung, followed 
by the chanting of “In Paradlsum." 

Then the solemn ceremony of ab¬ 
solution took place and the choir

Vancouver Island's population to¬ 
day is 116,730, which Is 29.6 per cent 
greater than the population of tho 
Island in 1911, according to figures 
compiled to-day on the basis of the 
census figures announced from Ot¬ 
tawa yesterday. 

The population of Greater Victoria, 
including the three adjacent muni¬ 
cipalities and surrounding district*. 
Is approximately 60.000, although 
details are yet lacking for the dis¬ 
trict municipalities. 

The gain of 29.9 per cent In the 
Island's total population Is exactly 
ten per cent less than the g-moral 
gain throughout British Columbia, 
the population of which has In¬ 
creased 39.9 per cent since the census 
of 1911. The Island’s population ip 
made up of 38.696 people In Victoria 
City, 48,017 in the Nanaimo Electoral 
Riding and 32,017 in the Comox-Al- 
berni Riding. This gives a total of 
118,730 but from this must be sub¬ 
tracted 2,000, the population which, 
while In the Comox-Albernl Riding, 
lives on the Mainland. Thus the 
total population of the Island and 
adjacent Islands is 116,730. This Is' 
an increase of 34,453 over the popula¬ 
tion of 1911. Tho population of the 
Province us a whole is 523,369, an 
increase of 130,889 or 39.9 per cent 
over the population of 1911. 

So far figures showing the popu¬ 
lation of Saanich, Oak Bay and 
Esquimau have not been made pub¬ 
lic. The population of these muni¬ 
cipalities is totalled with the figures 
for the Nanaimo Riding. The esti¬ 
mated total for these municipalities, 
however, is 20,000. This would make 
the total population of Greater Vic- , 
toria 58.690. With the people living 
about Victoria but not actually in 
these municipalities the total popula¬ 
tion would be about 60,000. 

Victoria Increase T8.18 Per Cent. 

In Victoria itself the increase in 
population since 1911 is fixed at 7.036 
or 18.18 per cent. In Vancouver City 
the increase during the same period 
was 16,299 over the 1911 population 
of 116,700, or 13.9 per cent. Van¬ 
couver's great growth, however, has 
not been in the city itself but In the 
surrounding municipalities, which 
have increased enormously In popu¬ 
lation, notably In South Vancouver. 

Increases on East Coast. 

The big Increase in the Island's 
population has been in the Nanaimo 
district, due largely to developments 
in the coal mining Industry. The 
opening of the Granby Company’s 
mines at Cassidy has had a great 
deal to do with the upward trend of 
the population!., Big Increases also 
have been noted in the. Comox-Al- 
hernl Riding as a result of lumber¬ 
ing developments and the opening up 
of other industrial activity along the 
East Coast of the Island, in tho AI- 
bernl districts and along the West 
Coast. Further south the big growth 
appears to have been in the muni¬ 
cipalities about Victoria, particularly j 
along the 8aanich Peninsula and In ; 
Saanich Municipality itself.

Alarming.

London. Jan, 26.—(Canadian Press 
Cable)—The Wireless Telegraph 
Commission appointed by the British 
Cabinet in December 1920, has sub¬ 
mitted t a report recommending the 
erection of thermienic valve stations 
in England. Canada, Australia, South 
Africa. India and Egypt and the erec¬ 
tion of arc stations in East Africa, 
Singapore and Hongkong, with apace 
for additional thermienic plants later. 

The commission says two wave 
lengths should be allocated to each 
transmitting station and that each 
centre should be equipped for re¬ 
ceiving from several chain stations 
simultaneously. 

The average cost of the overseas 
stations, says the report, would not 
exceed £160.000. Tho cost of sta¬ 
tions in England, Egypt, Singapore 
and Hongkong, for which the British 
government presumably would be re¬ 
sponsible. should not exceed an ag¬ 
gregate of £ 835,000 

Conference*. 

Tho report recommends that a 
technical conference of Canadian 
Government representatives should 
be called to discuss with the com¬ 
mission the special problems arising 
out of the geographical circumstances 
in Canada. 

The commission says that should 
the Canadian Government decide to 
have stations at Montreal and on tho 
British Columbia coast, the former 
could maintain a good service with 
the station in England and the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia station would be able 
to communicate during part of tho 
day with England and Australia.

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Step Probable to Avert Early 
Crash 

Exchange to Be Stabilized, 
Says Report 

London, Jkn. 26.—An urgent appeal 
from Austria to the Allies, intimating 
that disastrous consequences are 
probable unless financial aid is given 
the country, is engaging the earnest 
attention of the British Government 
and a decision favorable to Austria 
possibly will be reached to-day or 
Friday, according to Tho, London 
Times. 

It is understood, says the news¬ 
paper, that Austria needs immedi¬ 
ately £2.500,000, the same sum she 
vainly tried to raise In London before 
Christmas on the security of the fa¬ 
mous Gobelin Tapestries. 

Amerioan Bill. 

Maintaining that Austria was un¬ 
able to raise a foreign credit until 
the funding bill of Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon has passed the 
United States Senate, enabling the 
United States to forego its lien on 
Austrian assets until other interested 
Powers have waived their lines. The 
Times remarks that Austria's Ina¬ 
bility to offer security against a loan 
is more apparent than real, because 
the present impasse almost certainly 
will end with the passage of the Mel¬ 
lon bill, when Austria will be able 
immediately to repay the sum she 
needs so urgently as a carrying-on 
loan to prevent further collapses. 

Plan. 

With reference to the appeal of 
Austria, The Westminster Gazette 
says the British Treasury has made 
a proposal, which, if it is approved 
by the Premier and the Cabinet, will 
result in Great Britain lending 
Austria the money through the 
Anglo-Austrian Bank. Austria's cus¬ 
toms will be the security and Austria 
will give satisfactory guarantees that 
the money will be used In stabilizing 
exchange and financing trade and will 
come under the supervision of the 
Minister of Reconstruction. 

This newspaper understands that 
the loan will be purely British and 
not Allied, it being feared that France 
would not move quickly enough to 
avert the impending crash. 


LOSSpESTIGE 

Paris Writers Deal With 
France and U. S. 

Foreign Affairs Described as 
Poorly Handled 

Paris, Jan. 26.—"Partly our own 
fault," seems to summarize the com- 
ment of the few political writers who 
in to-day’s mid-day newspapers take 
up the subject of the French loss of 
prestige which they see concretely 
expressed in the United States in the 
conclusions of the inter-American 
high commission, of which Herbert 
Hoover is chairman, the McCormick 
resolution on European budgets and 
the reported attitude of the Wash¬ 
ington Cabinet. 

Poor handling of France's foreign 
affairs is held to be responsible for 
much of the observable trend of cur¬ 
rent opinion. Phllllppe Millet, in 
The Paris Midi, for Instance, says: 

“We pass for good, honest people, 
but without a political horizon, with¬ 
out generosity, without confidence in 
the future. At a time when the 
whole world is aspiring only to the 
resumption of commercial relations 
and to living in peace, there looms 
the legend that France is an obstacle 
to universal happiness."

Vancouver, Jan. 26.—"I was indeed 
surprised tp see the figures for Van¬ 
couver- fall below at least 130,000," 
stated Roy Wrigley, manager of 
Wrigley’s directory, in commenting 
on the Ottawa figures.

H. A. Richardson Speaks of

"It goes without saying that no 
business can prosper without careful 
attention, although it is * impossible 
for Governments so to buttress any 
system as to make it proof against 
reckless and incompetent manage¬ 
ment. While the Federal Govern¬ 
ment is apparently expected to ac¬ 
complish impossibilities in this re¬ 
spect, some of our Provincial Gov¬ 
ernments are invading the field of 
practical banking, a course which is 
economically unsound, and the result 
of which can not be doubted. 

Prices and Wages. 

"If conditions are to be adequately 
met » Adical reductions must be made 
In retail prices, and, what is perhaps 
the most important of all, there must 
be acceptance by labor of a scale of 
remuneration materially lower than 
the abnormally hi?* level upon which 
the previous great demand placed if. 

"There is pressing need for read¬ 
justment In freight rates, as they are 
at present oppressive to manufac¬ 
turing and agricultural interests 
alike."

'Ottawa. The total of 523,369 
'represents a gain of 130,889 over 
Ithe population of 1911, or an in¬ 
crease of 3Sfl-3 per cent. This ij 
; appreciably larger than the rela¬ 
tive gain of the Dominion as a 
•whole, for although the Sas¬ 
katchewan figures have yet to be 
•revealed, it is safe to estimate 
ithe percentage of increase for 
(the entire country at less than 
{twenty-five. 

• We have dropped behind Al¬ 
berta, whose population is given 
,at 581,995, although ten years 
ago we were more than 17,000 
ahead of that Province, whici 
has gained 53 per cent. An esti¬ 
mate of Saskatchewan’s popu.v- 
Jion which appeared in The To¬ 
ronto Globe a fortnight ago put 
the total of that Province at 
745,010, which would represent a 
gain of 252,578 or nearly 52 per 
vent. The official figure for 
^Manitoba is 613,000, a gain of 
151,614, or a little less than 34 
per cent. The total population of 
the four Western Provinces, tak¬ 
ing into account the fact that so 
far we have only an estimate of 
Saskatchewan’s aggregate, is 
£,430,613.

None the 
liss it can be taken for granted 
tjiat the three-day caucus which 
aame to an end last night has 
had as much concern for the 
Wellbeing of this Province in 
general as it has had for the life 
•>f the party which represents a 
majority in the House. Family 
rjiws are the domestic counter- 
pert to sectional squabbles in 
political life and are just as in¬ 
imitable as they are capable of 
idjustment. And if there has 
apen plain talk between the pri- 
jfite members and the Cabinet 
i| is right and proper that it 
i^ould be indulged in round the 
mucus table and not fanned to :t 
white heat at the ordinary local 
political gathering. Frank dis- 
•yssion of any kind is the pecu- 
j&r perquisite of democratic, 
fbvernment. 

ISLAND POPULATION. 

The population of Victoria 
jjty, Nanaimo and Comox-Al- 
ierni electoral districts is 118,- 
'30. Of this total all but ap- 
iroxlmately 2,000 reside on Van- 
ouver Island and the Islands <ad- 
aeent to it, so It is fair to reckon 
he population of this section at 
. 1 ( 5 , 000 , which represents a gaiu 
if 29ya per cent, in the last de- 
isde. This is less than the per¬ 


centage of intrease for the Prov¬ 
ince as a whole and emphasizes 
a moral which should not be 
overlooked by the Vancouver 
Island public. There are enough 
resources on the Island to sup¬ 
port a number of communities 
with respective populations 
greater than the present total 
population of the whole area. 
Victoria’s figure of 38,682 repre¬ 
sents • an increase of 7,022 or 
22.16 per cent, over the popula¬ 
tion of 1911. Until the detailed 
figures for Oak Bay, Saanich and 
Esquimalt, Metchosin and other 
localities contiguous to this city 
have been received from Ottawa, 
it will be impossible to estimate 
precisely the population of Vic¬ 
toria District, but It might rea¬ 
sonably be reckoned at 60,000. 
There is plenty room for expan¬ 
sion on the southern part of Van¬ 
couver Island. 

UP TO THE PEOPLE. 

In his address to the Canadian 
Club yesterday Colonel Forster 
got to the heart of French atti¬ 
tude towards disarmament in his 
suggestion that France and the 
other nations would have to 
make up their minds whether 
preparations for another war or 
a demonstration of friendship 
would supply the protection 
upon which French attitude 
hinges. The people of this con¬ 
tinent would not vote for any 
more war preparations in Europe 
in order that the French frontier 
might be spiked with forts 
pointing Eastward. Great Brit¬ 
ain has shown how far she is pre¬ 
pared to go in her willingness to 
put her armed forces at the com¬ 
mand of France in the event of 
an unprovoked attack on the 
part of Germany. France very 
naturally cannot ignore history 
and prefers to believe that the 
present military impotent^ of 
her ancient foe is merely an in¬ 
terlude that will be followed by 
another bid for conquest. The 
plain man wilj begin to wonder 
why any onejlation at this stage 
should, frad./t so simple to carry 
out a plan that will lead to trou¬ 
ble. He will remain in this 
dilemma until he says that the 
League of Nations shall become 
a real international policeman 
instead of an academic body. 

TWO NEW MEMBERS. 

The unit of representation in 
the House of Commons, deter¬ 
mined by dividing the population 
of Quebec by 65, the fixed num¬ 
ber of members given to that 
Province by the B. N. A. Act, 
henceforth will be 36,139. This 
should give British Columbia fif¬ 
teen members, a gain of two over 
her present representation, in 
the next redistribution. There 
will be no increase in the num¬ 
ber of representatives from Van¬ 
couver Island, so constituencies 
will be found on the Main¬ 
land for the two new represen¬ 
tatives. But if our Island popu¬ 
lation has not increased suffi¬ 
ciently to give us another mem¬ 
ber, there has been a large 
enough gain to call for a read¬ 
justment of electoral boundaries. 
The present arrangement is not 
satisfactory in many respectr. 
Further, there is no reason why 
the part of Comox-Alberni which 
is on the Mainland should not 
be cut off and added to one of 
the Mainland ridings. 

ANOTHER CONTEST. 

Since a number of the defeated 
candidates or their supporters in 
the recent Saanich election ap¬ 
pear to consider that the discov¬ 
ery of a technical infraction of 
the Municipal Act should pro¬ 
vide the medium by which they 
may seek to reverse the obvious 
expression of the people’s will 
there is nothing to prevent them 
from tapping the civic treasury 
to the extent that such a contest 
will involve. But we are of the 
opinion that fhe electorate of the 
neighboring municipality as a 
whole will not have suffered any 
particular change of heart dur¬ 
ing the short time that has 
elapsed since the illegal election 
took place. By reason of that nat¬ 
ural assumption we shall he sur¬ 
prised if there is any change in 
the personnel of civic officers 
after the ballots are counted. We 
trust there will not be. 


NOTE AND COMKINT 

Michael Collins and his col¬ 
leagues must feel highly inspired 
by the proceedings of the 
World’s Congress of the Irish 
race which is now in session in 
Paris. Nationalization of Irish 


railways and banks are two lit¬ 
tle matters which are getting this 
species of “absent treatment” in 
the French capital. 

While it is gratifying to ob¬ 
serve that there have been large 
reductions in the legitimate im¬ 
portation of drugs into Canada 
during the last three years the 
country would be shocked if the 
illicit traffickers were to disclose 
their dealings to the public 
gaze. 

Saanich electors will be able 
to estimate the good faith of 
those members of the community 
who are ardent preachers of 
economy by the amount of fer¬ 
vor which they inject into their 
support of expenditures on an¬ 
other election at this stage. 


New Development in South 
African Strike 

Johannesburg, Jan. 26.—Notices 
were posted to-day In the coal and 
gold mines in the Rand district an¬ 
nouncing that all strikers had been 
discharged as a result of the dead¬ 
lock in the negotiations between the 
employers and miners. 

London, Jan. 26.—(Canadian Press 
Cable)—At the present time there is 
not the slightest sign of wavering by 
either side in the strike of the coal 
and gold miners,in South Africa, says 
a Reuter cable 'from Johannesburg. 

With the protraction of the dispute 
more bitterness is creeping into the 
men's speeches. 

Officials of the Chamber of Mines 
at yesterday’s conference endeavored 
to reassure the workers that there 
was no idea of removing the color 
bar. 

Johannesburg. Jan. 26.—The strike 
of the coal and gold miners in the 
Rand district remains in full force. 
Efforts to bring the two sides to¬ 
gether have failed. The men went 
out in protest against a proposed In¬ 
crease in the number of colored 
laborers employed. 

FUNERAL OF LATE

sang the anthem "Ingrediar.” fol¬ 
lowed by "Sicut Cervus." While the 
last anthem was being sung the body 
was deposited in the cypress coffin 
and the major domo of the Vatican. 
Mgr. Sanz de Samper, covered the 
face of the Pope with a veil of white 
silk, and placed in the coffin the 
medals struck during the pontificate 
of Benedict and purses of coins in 
accordance with custom. 

Cardinal Cagllero, Archbishop of 
Frazati. the first cardinal created by 
Benedict/ covered the body with a 
large red veil fringed *rith gold, and 
placed at the feet a brass cylinder 
upon which was inscribed a succinct 
history of the life and pontificate of 
the last Pope. 

Finally absolution was given, the 
coffin was sealed by the Cardinal 
Camerlengo and the Arch-Priest with 
ribbons of violet silk and the cover 
was screwed down. 

Sealed. 

The burial act was then read and 
formal transfer of the body made 
by the Sacred College to the Chapter 
of the Basilica, this being duly reg¬ 
istered. The coflin was thereupon 
sealed with the Apostolic Palace seal, 
then those of the Basilican Chapter, 
the Arch Priest and the Camerlengo. 

Postponement. 

London. Jan. 26.—The Rome cor¬ 
respondent of the London Times is 
informed from a trustworthy source 
that the conclave will probably be 
postponed owing to difficulty in com¬ 
pleting arrangements in time. 

It becomes more certain daily that 
the main issues of the election will 
be the Roman question, the corres¬ 
pondent says. Several cardinals 
support the policy of re-entering in¬ 
to official relations with the Italian 
Government. The correspondent says 
that it is interesting to observe how 
strong the current in favor of a 
foreign Pope is, buit declares that it 
is extremely improbable a foreigner 
will be chosen, since the war prevents 
the foreign cardinals from uniting.

Compulsory Examination. 

(2) That clause 4 of the present

Seattle, Jan. 26.—Announcement 
that the contract for double track¬ 
ing the Great Northern’s main line 
between Bluestem and Lamona, 
Wash., had been let to Grant Smith 
& Co., of Seattle, Spokane and St. 
Paul is made at the western general 
offices of the Great Northern in Se¬ 
attle. The amount of the bid ac¬ 
cepted was not made public, but it 
was said at the time bids were called 
for that the cost would be several 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Twenty-two and one-half miles of 
new track Is to be laid, and railroad 
Officials said construction would be¬ 
gin as soon as certain engineering 
work had been completed—probably 
before the end of February.

When 
scarcely twenty-one he became one 
of the editors of the great English 
publishing house of Cassel & Co., and 
Speed I y acquired a national reputa¬ 
tion as a writer and critic. Subse¬ 
quently he filled the position of 
Literary Editor of The London Dally 
Mail, and later held a similar posi¬ 
tion on The Dally Chronicle. Upon 
the outbreak of the war he went to 
the front as a special cqrrespondent 
for the British and American press 
when his graphic accounts of the fa¬ 
mous campaigns and notable battles 
eclipsed the work of all other news¬ 
paper writers. For his brilliant serv-1 
Ices he received the honor of knight¬ 
hood. 

His Famous Book. 

As an author. 8ir Philip Gibbs be¬ 
came famous through the publication 
of his remarkable book "Now It Can 
Be Told." a chronicle of the war 
which rivalled the works of Barbusse 
the great French writer. In its vivid 
portrayal of life at the front. Years 
hence it will survive as the most 
amazing record of four terrible years 
—a record which is great literature 
as well as history, terrible In Its In¬ 
spiring truth, Its majesty, its gran¬ 
deur, its horror. 

Since the close of the war Sir 
Philip Gibbs has had frequent inter¬ 
views with eminent statesmen and 
other national leaders who are di¬ 
recting the course of events In Eu¬ 
rope. He was also accorded a spe¬ 
cial Interview with the late Pope 
Benedict. He has thus had excep¬ 
tional opportunities to ascertain the 
views of the highest authorities on 
present-day conditions and the vital 
problems confronting the world. 

Wallace W. Kerrigan, formerly 
production manager for Allen Dwan 
is now acting in a similar capacity 
for Mary Plckford. Kerrigan fills the 
place left vacant through the re¬ 
signation of Bennie Zeldman, who 
left the Plckford organization to be¬ 
come a producer in his own right. 
Kerrigan Is one of the best known 
executives In the film business. He 
is Warren Kerrigan’s brother.

August 11

hibition Mission to the Overseas Do¬ 
minions should reach Victoria about 
August 11 or 12, from New ( Zealand 

The party is composed as follows: 
Major E. A. Belcher. C.B.E. M.A. 
(Oxon), Assistant General Manager 
British Empire Exhibition, in charge 
of the mission; F. Hiam < agricul¬ 
tural adviser). Mr. Hla.ni will be ac¬ 
companied by his wife and daughter; 
Colonel A. Christie. C.M.G., D.S.t?. 
(financial adviser). Colonel Christie 
will be accompanied by his wife; F. 
W. Bates, secretary. 

Itinerary. 

i The following itinerary has been 
‘ arranged: : v ... 

Leave Southampton (R.M.8. Kenil¬ 
worth Castle). January 21. 

Arrive Cape Town, February 6. 
leave Beira about March 20. 

Arrive Colombo about April 6. leave 
Colombo (R.M.S. Ormuz). April 10. 

Arrive Fremantle April 20, leave 
Sydney about June 10. 

Arrive Wellington about June 14, 
leave Auckland * (R.M.S. Makura) 
July 26. 

Arrive Vancouver August 12, arrive 
Toronto about September 1, arrive 
Quebec about September 12, arrive 
Halifax about September 15, arrive 
Charlottetown about September 20. 

Leave Canada (or New York), 
about September 30. 

It is suggested that the route In 
each pant of the Empire visited 
should be settled by the governments 
concerned. It would be a convenience 
If each government in settling the 
route of the Mission would consider 
the following points: 

Distribution of Work. 

Where the bulk of the work of the 
Mission is concerned only with a 
single government (e.g. New Zea¬ 
land). a considerable portion of the 
period allotted to the Dominion 
should be spent at the capital city or 
seat of government. In cases where 
more than one government is con¬ 
cerned. it is asked that adequate al¬ 
lowance should b* given to all the 
states and provinces. 

So far os time permits, the Mission 
would be glad of an opportunity of 
visiting the principal cities of each 
Dominion and meeting representative 
groups of business men. 

It would be an advantage If. In set¬ 
tling the Itinerary, each government 
would acquaint, where necessary 
H.M. Trade Commissioner, with the 
route proposed In order that the lat¬ 
ter may be Informed of the move -1 
ments of the Mission and be able to 
co-operate with its work. 

It is suggested that the Itinerary 
as soon as settled, should be com¬ 
municated to branches of the Royal 
Colonial Institute and the Overseas 
League and to the press. 

The dates mentioned in the itiner¬ 
ary above are necessarily approxi¬ 
mate, but it Is hoped that, as far as 
possible, they may be adhered to In 
respect of the date given for leaving 
each Dominion. 

Conferences. 

It Is hoped that conferences may 
be arranged with the Prime Minis¬ 
ters and the ministers responsible 
for commerce, as well as with depart¬ 
mental heads. There are a number 
of problems Involving questions of 
policy which have to be discussed. 

Specific Points for Discussion. 

The plans and general architectural 
treatment of the exhibition In rela¬ 
tion to Dominion pavilions. The Mis¬ 
sion will have on view complete sets 
of drawings and plans for the United I 
Kingdom Section, together with some! 
models. 

The nature and presentation of ex¬ 
hibits and the manner in which the 
general purpose of the Exhibition 
differs from its predecessors. 

Suggestions from each part of the 
Empire for practical methods of de¬ 
veloping its own raw materials and 
increasing inter-imperial trade. 

Proposed Imperial Fisheries sec¬ 
tion, proposals regarding the section 
devoted to tropical diseases of hu¬ 
man beings, plants and animals; pro¬ 
posals regarding agriculture and 
forestry; proposals regarding mineral 
resources, progress of negotiations 
with shipping conferences regarding 
rebates on freight and passenger tic¬ 
kets In connection with the exhibi¬ 
tion. the opportunities afforded by 
the exhibition for the development of 
lnter-Jmpertol travel, the advantages 
given by the exhibition to show the 
progress of settlement schemes. 

General. 

Tn view of the imperial nature of 
the work which the Mission Is setting 
out to, accomplish, It Is hoped that 
each government will grant transpor¬ 
tation over the railway lines under 
its control. 

In view of the arrangements con¬ 
templated for the organization of the 
exhibition. It would be of great ad¬ 
vantage to the Mission to have facili¬ 
ties for ascertaining the views of or¬ 
ganized labor on economic and trade 
questions. 

The objects of the Mission, as set 
forth above, are not intended either 
to be entirely comprehensive or nec¬ 
essarily rigidly adhered to. Sugges¬ 
tions In this respect will be welcomed 
on the arrival of the Mission. 

EFFORTsToIM PROVE 
AGRICULTURAL WORK 

Vancouver. Jan. 26.—Dr. L. S. 
Kllnck, president of the University of 
British Columbia, gave an address at 
yesterday afternoon’s session of the 
convention of the United Farmers of 
British Columbia on the recent con - 
ference between Federal. Provincial 
and university officials to eliminate 
duplication of effort in agricultural 
activities. , 

"It has been decided that all agri¬ 
cultural research work will be car¬ 
ried on under the direction of the 
university." he said. "Agricultural 
courses will also be directed by the 
university, with the exception of 
courses now under way by the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture.

By Sea Route. 

"Local manufacturers find it cheap¬ 
er to ship their product by way of 
the Panama Canal through Montreal 
and over the rail to Winnipeg, than 
they can ship over rail from the Pa¬ 
cific Coast to Winnipeg direct,” said 
the Premier. 

This served to promote the pros¬ 
perity of Eastern manufacturers at 
the expense of the West, and made 
competition almost impossible, the 
Premier argued. 

The terms of union upon which 
British Columbia entered confedera¬ 
tion called for fair and equal treat¬ 
ment of all Provinces, he reminded 
his audience. 

These terms had not been carried 
out, and the B. C. Government had 
now enter.ait to compel the con¬ 

summation of the agreement. Th*» 
trans-continental railway was held 
out as the inducement to get British 
Columbia to Join the Union, said the 
Premier. 

"Numerous emissaries have been 
sent back and forth, and there are 
volumes of correspondence in re¬ 
gard to the dispute for fair treatihent 
for British Columbia," Mr. Oliver 
proceeded. 

Value to Empire. 

"Another feature of the railway 
question is that the Imperial Gov¬ 
ernment looked upon a railway link 
across Canada as creating a safe con¬ 
nection between all sections of the, 
Br*Hqh Empire. 

"We are now in the position of hav- I 
ing discriminatory rates Imposed 
upon us by a corporation created by 
the country itself, and the food pro¬ 
ducers of the prairies are poor to¬ 
day because the railways are taking 
an unfair share of their profits by 
way of discriminatory freight rates," 
the Premier continued. 

"It is a question that nffects the 
cost of living to every resident of the 
West. He declared th.it the people 
of the Province in the past thirty 
years have paid at least one hundred 
millions in excess rates, and thus 
have been grossly dUcrimlnated 
against.

(d) Fair Wage Clauses.—"Clause 
58. Sub-Clause 2, deals with a min¬ 
imum wage In the following terms: 

"’The minimum rate of wages shall 
be paid by the contractor for the 
labor of any-employee and min¬ 
imum rate of hire for any team 
employed in or about the dry- 
dock shall be at the rate speci¬ 
fied In the Fair Wage Schedule 
for the same or similar class of 
labor as that In which such em¬ 
ployee is engaged, or for the hire 
of teams, respectively.' 

Clause 58, Sub-Clause 5, binds the 
contractor to pay Buch rates as are 
generally accepted as current from 
time to time, the rates to be fair and 
reasonable rates. 

"The committee considers that the 
agreement cannot be Interpreted to 
reduce wages below the minimum 
fixed in the first instance and believes 
that Fair Wage Officer Bulger can- 
| not change such wages except where 
wnges hav© flsen in a given district 
for those particular classes of work 

"Working pay for unskilled labor 
is to be at the rate of 45 cents per 
hour, to be paid at the end of eight 
hours’ work with time and a half 
pay for overtime labor. 

"Sunday work and labor on re¬ 
cognized holidays to be pnld at a 
higher rate will be also dealt with. 

"It is understood by your commit¬ 
tee that the Wage Scale first pub¬ 
lished Is still being adhered to and 
Is posted at the Drydock, but it Is 
understood that a provisional amend¬ 
ed wage scale was posted In the last 
week of December, and deductions 
have been made from the pay cheques 
issued by the Company. 

"Your Committee feel that their 
time has not been wasted nnd that 
this Inquiry may he the means of 
stopping abuses of thla nature which 
are hardly creditable to our public 
life. 

Other Matters. 

"The closing down of the Willows 
Track, Involving th'e possible can¬ 
cellation of certain improvement 
wqrk -mras considered by your Com¬ 
mittee and representations were 
made with a view of having this 
work carried out and any possible 
ban on horse-racing lifted.
